That a GOP chief executive 
should be engaged in attacking 
the Hamiltonian structure so 


firmly ted in the economic 
and [patient of the nation is 
perhaps the most dramatic fea- 
b~ of today’s aspect of those 
_tWo subjects—politics and eco- 
nomics. 

When the tariff bill of 1828 was 
being debated, “Abbott Law- 
rence, a Massachusetts manu- 
facturer, wrote Danjel Webster 
thanking him for amendments 
which helped the position of 
woolens. “I must say,” he 
penned the great senator, “‘that 
New England would reap a great 
harvest by having the bill adopt- 
ed as it now is... THIS BILL 
IF ADOPTED AS AMENDED 
WILL KEEP THE SOUTH AND 
WEST IN DEBT TO NEW ENG- 
LAND THE NEXT 100 YEARS.,”’ 
(Capitals my own.) 

No prophecy was ever more 
accurate. By the time the War 
Between the States was ended 
the Republican Party, domi- 
nated by industrialists, had po 
litical control in a vice-like grip. 
They set out to enlarge the tariff 
cornucopia which since 1828 had 
hung over the industrial East, 
showering it with billions of dol- 
lars in privilege profit—most of 
it from the nation’s farmers and 
small consumers. 


There was discontent with the 
tariff at war’s end, but the West 
was pacified by the homestead 
law, passed in 1862 and imple- 
mented when peace came. With 
it was loosed a great flood of 
money available for all who 
would build turnpikes, canals 
and railroads. Land values 
boomed. Thousands of farmers 
sold out and moved westward. 

But, by 1881, the Treasury was 
embarrassed to find itself with 
a surplus of more than $100,- 
000,000. Taxes were high. Costs 
of all goods were up. Farm 
prices were down. Gold, from 
new fields, was plentiful. 

Railroads boosted rates and, 
joining the industrialists, gave 
certain favored commodities 
and friends low rates and their 
competitors higher ones. Farm- 
ers in Iowa burned their corn 
for fuel because, at 15 cents per 
bushel, it was cheaper than coal, 
though in the East corn was be- 
ing sold at $1.a bushel. They

properly accused the railroads 
of extortion. The farmers’ Grange 
and ‘‘the politics of protest’ be- 
gan to grow. 


Protest 


The ‘“‘politics of protest’? grew 
in the face of such arrogant loot- 
ing, and Governor Cleveland was 
elected in 1884. He made the 
tariff a party issue, denouncing 
it as a ‘“‘vicious, inequitable, and 
illogical source of unnecessary 
taxation.”’ 

Cleveland also punctured the 
favorite claim of the high-tariff 
leaders—that it protected the

Prompt- 
ly, in 1890, came the McKinley 
tariff act raising the rates to 49 
per cent. Prices of all food and 
consumer goods shot up and 
Democrats were swept back into 
office in 1892, for the first time 
since the War Between the 
States, electing a president and 
con both houses ‘of Con- 
gress. . 

But, by this time, many Dem- 
ocrats from the more industrial- 
ized states were dominated by 
tariff interests. Tariff reform 
failed. A bill introduced by Con- 
gressman William Wilson of Vir- 
ginia and Arthur P. Gorman, 
senator from Maryland, was 
emasculated when Gorman be- 
trayed Cleveland and managed 
to gain a heavy protection, duty 
on coal, sugar, iron ore and iron 
products—and leave the farm- 
ers’ products to bring what they 
would.

Wilson Urge 


With Reds, Benefit West 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 18 (#—Secretary of Defense 
Wilson today advocated more trade with the Communists 
as a course which would “ultimately strengthen the free 


world.” 

Exports to Iron Curtain countries 
should be confined to non-military 
items, he told the House Ways and 
Means Committee, and the test 
should always be whether the ex- 
change of goods benefits the West. 

Wilson said he would favor the 
controversial plan for selling sur- 
plus American butter to Soviet 
Russia, perhaps in exchange for 
manganese, a strategic metal in 
short supply in this country. 

There are many other trading 
possibilities, he said, through 
which this country could benefit 
not only by the exchange of com- 
modities but also by helping Com- 
munist peoples to get rid of their 
“fear and antagonism” for the 
United States. ‘“‘We’ve got to do 
that ultimately,” he said. 

Wilson gave his views in re- 
sponse to questions from commit- 
tee members. He was one of 
several members of President Ei- 
senhower’s Cabinet who appeared 
before the committee to support 
the administration’s proposal for a 
three-year extension of the Re 
ciprocal Trade Act, which expires 
June 12. | 

Among other things, Eisenhower | 
wants authority to cut tariffs up to} 
5 per cent a year during the three- 
year period in exchange for trade 
concessions by various foreign 
nations. 

Secretary of Commerce Weeks, 
who also testified today, argued 
the President’s program will help 
maintain prosperity and will not 
harm American industries serious- 
ly if they are efficiently managed. 
Secretary of Labor Mitchell said 
the program would help workers as 
well as industry generally.

Unhappily, Secretary of State Dulles 
‘Js incorrect when he says Chinese Com- 
munist seizure of Yikiangshan Island, a 
few miles north of the Chiang Kai-shek- 
held Tachen Islands is “unimportant.” 
’ He knows better. But, things being 
what they are, it was all he could say. 


Chiang Kai-shek holds ‘Formosa. 


He considers the Tachen Islands, 150- 
odd miles to the north, as an invaluable 
base for defense of Formosa. Quemoy, 
about 20 miles from the Chinese main- 
land, lying between Formosa and the 
continent, is a, second. Matsu Island off 
the port of Foochow is a third. And the 
Pescadores, which lie off the southeast 
coast of Formosa, are the fourth. 


The Communists have now taken an 
outpost of the Tachens, which they now 
can shell with ease. 

This country is committed to “defend” 
Formosa from attack. We know that if 
an assault is dirécted at any one of the 
four “vital” Chiang Kai-shek bases, it is 
in reality an attack on Formosa. How 
long we can hide behind the fiction that an 
attack on Formosa means an actual inva- 
sion attempt on that island remains to 
be seen. The Communist technique is, 
without doubt, to probe and see. 

We are not necessarily nearer war. 

But, without question we are much 
closer to the possibility—and we will be 
even closer when, and if, the Commu- 
nists move to invade the Tachens—or 
Quemoy, which is even closer to the main- 
land than Yikiangshan.

Judge Russell’s Death 
Saddens All Georgia | 


Many thousands of Georgians will be 
saddenéd by the death Tuesday of U.S. 
Circuit Judge Robert Lee Russell. 

Son of the late Chief Justice of the 
Georgia State Supreme Court, brother of 
U. S. Sen. Richard B. Russell, “Bob” 
Russell, as his friends knew him, was 
one who carried high the banner of one 
of the state’s most illustrious families. 
He was his brother’s campaign manager 
when Richard B. Russell sought and won 
the governorship and, later, a seat in the 
Senate.

He generally was regarded as being 
only at the threshold of a great judicial 
career which likely would have reached 

: the U.S. Supreme Court. His son, Robert, 
carries on the family tradition, as an at- 
torney and a member of the current State 
Legislature. The judge’s attractive daugh- 
ter is the wife of Lt. Gov. Ernest Van- 
diver. 

While Judge Russell’s condition has 
been critical for many months, news of 
his passing came asa shock to all Georgia. 
The Atlanta Constitution joins. with all 


‘The state and 
the nation have lost a fine man and an 
able and honest public servant.

Methods of regulating small loan com- 
panies are up for study again by this 
year’s General Assembly. 

A special committee was appointed by 
last year’s Legislature to go thoroughly in- 
to the question when a bill clipping the 
wings of loan sharks bogged down in 
committee.

It is very doubt- 
ful, however, if the authority to oversee 
their operations and enforce the law 
should be vested in the office of the 
comptroller general, as recommended by 
the study loan commission.

May Need Fresh Blood 


The guestion of when, if ever, the Con- 
federate Memorial on Stone Mountain will 
be completed, at times seems nearly as 
old as the mountain itself. 


Within the next few days, however, 
definite steps may be taken toward acqui- 
sition of the mountain and its conversion, 
into a state park.

SIXTH BILL 

Final decision on introduction 
of a sixth reorganization bill, 
which would establish the office 
of executive assistant to the 
present single commissioner has 
not been made. 

The other.four reorganization 
measures would: 

1. Establish the office of comp- 
troller who would head a county 
department of finance. 

2. Require an annual and con- 
tinuing audit of county finances. 

3. Provide that salaries of em- 
ployes under elected county offi- 
cials be paid directly to the em- 
ployes rather than through offi- 
cials. 

4. Amend the Fulton County 
limited access highway law to 
include DeKalb. 

The bill calling for the re-

Color-Creed 
Job Policy 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 18 (#—Pres- 
ident Eisenhower today set up a 
new program designed to strength- 
en the federal government’s policy 
of filling jobs without regard to 
race, creed or color. 

He established a five-man com- 
mittee to carry out a nondiscrim- 
ination order and said it would 
have “increased stature’ over the 
government’s old Fair Employment 
Board, which was simultaneously 
abolished. 

James C. Hagerty, White House 
press secretary, said the increased 
stature would derive from the 
committee’s specified authority to 
report directly to the President. 
The Fair Employment Board, cre- 
ated by President Truman in 1948, 
operated under the Civil Service 
Commission. 
“FQUALITY OF OPPORTUNITY” 

Eisenhower’s order declared it to 
be policy ‘‘that equal opportunity 
be afforded all qualified persons, 
consistent with the law, for em- 
ployment in the federal govern- 
ment.”’ 

This, the order continued, ‘“‘nec- 
essarily excludes and prohibits dis- 
crimination against any employe 
oy applicant for employment in the 
federal government because of 
race, color, religion or national 
origin.”’

“I know somebody somewhere can help me,’’ she said, “but

Her daughter, Carrie. Christopher, 15 years old, who ran 
away from home lagt May 6; and ended up in Oregon State Hos- 
pital with mental illness, was on her way home on a plane Dec. 
27. In Chicago she had a two-hour lay-over and she has not 
been seen since. , 


Her luggage arrived in Atfarita but so far there has been no 
word from her and no clue as to what happened at the Chicago 
airport. 

“I don’t know if she deliberately run off,’ the mother. said. 
“T don’t know if she went fo sleep and missed her plane. I don’t 
know” , . . her glasses fogged up and she wiped, a worn, 
work-scarred hand across them . ... “I don’t even know if 
she’s dead!’ 


Officials at the Oregon hospital have written Mrs. Chris- 
topher that Carrie’s physical health was fine, that her mental 
condition was greatly improved and they felt it was safe to send 
her home without an attendant bechuse she apparently wanted 
to come home so badly and had promised to head straight for 
her parents. Delta officials said she apparently traveled by an 
other line to Chicago, checked in at their counter and gave them 
her ticket and disappeared. Nobody had indicated to them that 
she was anything but an average traveler and she had not been 
placed in care of the stewardess. 


‘We haven’t got the money to make any search,”’ Mrs. Chris- 
topher said. “‘We got sit other children and my husband has heart 
trouble and asthma and can’t work regular. But we love Carrie 
just like anybody loves their children and not knowing where 
she’s at is killing us.” 

Carrie is five feet, three inches tall and weighs between 135 
and 140 pounds, her mother said. She has brown hair and blue 
eves and wears glasses. Gne of her eyes is defective and she 
has a deep scar back of her left ear, the result of a mastoid op- 
eration when she was a baby.

Does Diet.Cause 


Artery Hardening? 


The relationship between diet 
afd hardening. of the arteries 
continues to be @ne of our lead- 
ing research problems. There is 
enough ,proof to implicate cer- 
tain fatty foods but many author- 
ities are not convinced and have 
good reason for saying so. 

Chemicals, such as cholesterol, 
are found normally in the blood 
and in the walls of the arteries. 
The amount is increased with ad- 
vancing age, particularly when 
arteriosclerosis exists. It is only 
natural for diet to enter the pic- 
ture because these fatty mate- 
rials come originally from food. 

Cholesterol made the headlines 
several years ago with the dis- 
covery that hardening of the ar- 
teries could be produced in 
chickens by adding the substance 
to their feed. | 

Whether this finding is applica- 
ble to man remains questionable. 

Diets low in fats and choles- 
terol do not always influence the 
cholesterol levels in the blood. 

Bile manufactured in the liver 
is rich in cholesterol and is not 
affected by what ts eaten, Studies 
have shown that 10 to 20 times 
as much of this material reaches 
the intestine in ‘bile as comes in 
through the food consumed. 

If the body continues to manu- 
facture its own tholesterol in this 
way, how can we expect to get 
anywhere through diet? 

It must not be disregarded en- 
tirely, however, because ample 
evidence can be demonstrated in 
favor of cholesterol and lipopro- 
teins as a cause of arteriosclero- 
sis. 

As previously stated, the con- 
centration of these chemicals in 
the blood mounts with the years. 
We have always thought that age 
has something to do with these 
higher blood fevels but recent
